AUTHORS’ PUBLISHING SOCIETIES. 


THE incorporation of the Associated Au- 
thors’ Publishing Association, referred to last 
week and officially announced elsewhere in this 
issue, is not so entirely new a departure in this 
country as its projectors seem toimagine. In 
1874 a company of authors, who upto that time 
had been unable to make arrangements of any 
kind with ‘‘monopolistic publishing houses,” 
were induced to join their fortunes to a pub- 
lishing corporation that did a not altogether 
profitable business for three or four years, 
and then disposed of its plant to its manager, 
a well-meaning but over-sanguine gentleman. 
We are in doubt whether any one connected 
with that enterprise emerged satisfied with his 
investment. All that can be positively stated 
is that the publications of that publishing com- 
pany are as dead to-day as they were when 
they issued from the press. And yet the man- 
ager of the company knew his business, and 
was fairly enterprising in his attempt to push 
the sale of the books issued at the fiat of his 
superiors. 

Possibly, the new corporation will profit by 
the lessons of its predecessor. Time will de- 
cide that. In the meantime there will be many 
cooks, and members with axes to grind, and 
mistakes will be made, and money spent use- 
lessly to attempt to accomplish what hundreds 
of reputable publishing houses are able to do 
more satisfactorily and economically, and with 
less wear and tear on the nerves of the man 
who can write copy worth publishing. 

Publishing meansa great deal more than mere- 
ly printing and binding a book. It means putting 
it where it is likely to sell. The machinery of 
distribution, which means the method of getting 
books into the hands of readers through the 


various mediums of distribution, is vastly im- 
portant. To handle this machinery requires 
special qualification and special training, and 
even with these a comparatively small number 
of the thousands of books issued year by year 
is pecuniarily successful. Still, the business of 
printing and publishing has a fatal attraction, 
as even such great authors as Balzac, Scott, 
and our own ‘‘ Mark Twain” have experienced 
to their sorrow ; why then should their hum- 
bler brothers of the pen not be afforded an 
opportunity to learn the lesson for themselves? 





INTERNATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ CON- 
FERENCE. 


THE Cercle de la Librairie has issued an in- 
vitation to the publishers’ and booksellers’ as- 
sociations of all countries to attend an Inter- 
national Conference of publishers to be held in 
Paris during the first weeks of June next. The 
exact date has not yet been decided. The ob- 
ject and plan of the congress is thus stated 
in the prospectus: 

The first meeting of the International Pub- 
lishers’ Congress will take place during the first 
half of the month of June, 1896, and will be 
held in Paris. 

The congress is organized by the Cercle de 
la Librairie. Only. publishers of books, music, 
works of art, publishers of reviews, magazines, 
illustrated papers, and delegates from pub- 
lishers’ and booksellers’ associations of all 
countries will be allowed to take part in such a 
congress. 

The first meeting of the congress will occupy 
three or four days, during which there will be 
two sessions daily. 

The programme and the order of proceed- 
ings will be published shortly by the executive 
committee of the congress, to be addressed at 
the Cercle de La Librairie, 117 Boulevard Saint 
Germain, Paris. 

All questions relating to the profession of 
publishing will be put before this congress and 
also vexed questions of literary and art copy- 
right in their bearings on publishing. 

All interested in the proposed questions and 
desiring to treat them themselves or have them 
treated by others are requested to notify the 
executive committee, and submit the papers 
they desire to bring before the congress. 

These papers must be written in French and 
must reach the committee before April I. 

All expenses of the first congress will be 
borne by the Cercle de la Librairie. The 
organization of the congress will be as follows : 

A French President. 

Vice-Presidents of different nationalities. 

A French General Secretary. 

Secretaries of different nationalities.

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The President and General Secretary will 
be nominated at once by the executive com- 
mittee, that they may act in organizing the 
congress. The other officers will be chosen by 
the congress. 

Before adjournment the congress will decide 
upon the nation which shall organize the second 
meeting and determine the date of such meet- 
ing.

POST-OFFICE CENSORSHIP, 


‘‘ THE Government of the United States,” ac- 
cording to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, ‘‘hasa 
censor. His name is Gen. Frank H. Jones, 
and he holds the office of First Assistant Post- 
master-General. His business is to determine 
what sort of literary matter or pictures may 
properly be considered as coming under the 
head of ‘immoral.’ Of course, all such stuff 
is excluded by law from the mails. 

‘“‘Gen. Jones may be said to edit the ‘ Index 
Expurgatorius’ of the Post-Office Department. 
This is the list of books and other publications 
which have been formally and forever shut out 
of the United States mails. It includes a large 
number of works more or less well known, such 
as ‘Why Monks Should Wed’ and Tolstof’s 
‘Kreutzer Sonata.’ But the titles are careful- 
ly kept from the public, because to make them 
known would produce exactly the effect that is 


sought to be avoided, that is to say, it would 
serve as a capital advertisement for the books 
in question. 

‘*The Post-Office Department had a lesson 
on this point during the Wanamaker régime. 
The ‘ Kreutzer Sonata,’ having been shut out 
of the mails in several European countries, was 
translated into English and put on the market 
by an American publisher. The postmaster at 
New York thought that the book came under 
the law already referred to, and the matter was 
referred to the authorities in Washington. It 
was decided at headquarters that Tolstoi’s work 
was unfit for decent people to read. 

‘‘ There are 70,000 postmasters in the United 
States. If any of them discovers that improper 
matter is presented to him for mailing he must 
refuse it. Not to do so is to render himself lia- 
ble to reprimand and perhaps dismissal. He is 
responsible for whatever is admitted to the post 
at his office. This applies in practice to un- 
sealed matter, for he cannot tamper with sealed 
pieces of mail nor refuse to receive them on 
mere suspicion. Whatever he does refuse is 
returned to the sender, or, if the latter is un- 
known, is forwarded to the Dead Letter Office 
at Washington. 

‘‘If the sender considers that he has been 
treated unjustly by the postmaster, he has the 
privilege of appealing to the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. In such a case the postmaster may be 
either sustained or overruled. Again, if the 
postmaster is in doubt, he may submit the du- 
bious matter to the department for examination 
and decision. In any instance of doubt or dis- 
pute the examination is made and the decision 
rendered by the First Assistant Postmaster- 
General. If that official desires advice, he re- 
fers to the Attorney-General of the department, 
but the latter has no control. The only censor 
for Uncle Sam at present is Gen. Frank H. 
Jones. 

‘* It often happens that matter is submitted 
for judgment to the Post-Office Department by 
persons or firms who want to know whether or 
not it will be accepted for mailing. Thus an 
art publishing concern might desire to sell a 
very pretty but decidedly improper photogra- 
vure. It would not desire, perhaps, to spend a 
lot of money in printing and mounting the pict- 
ures, if they could not besent through the post. 
An instance of this sort occurred only the other 
day. In such a case, as a rule,the department 
declines to make any ruling. It replies that 
the opinion of the Postmaster-General does not 
govern, and advises the applicant to read the 
law or to consult an attorney. 

‘‘ This seems rather puzzling, but it is easily 
explained. If improper matter is put into the 
mails it is the business of the law branch of the 
Government to prosecute, and not that of the 
Post-Office Department. Suppose thatthe Post- 
Office Department had already expressed its 
approval of the matter. Thena United States 
District Attorney might say: ‘What do I care 
about the Post-Office Department? This is 
business for the Department of Justice, and I 
am going to prosecute.’ In other words, the 
question as to whether the matter is indecemt 
or not can be decided only by a jury. The Post- 
Office Department will not take the trouble to 
edit literary stuff submitted to it, and it does 
not propose to serve as a buffer between a per- 
son accused and the Department of Justice. 
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‘* Sealed matter bearing letter postage cannot 
be tampered with in the mail legally, but it 
ceases to be sacred when it has reached the 
Dead Letter Office at Washington. The inde- 
cent matter contained in occasional letters and 
packages is taken out at the opening table and 
put aside, including ‘flash’ books and pam- 
phlets, photographs of whatis called the ‘ fancy’ 
sort, etc. This material is put up in bundles 
by the clerk in charge of the opening division, 
and eventually it is conveyed to a large furnace 
in the basement of the Post-Office Department 
and there burned to ashes. Now and then a 
sample is preserved, to be carefully jacketed 
and filed away; but this is only done where the 
department has made a decision that was rather 
a ‘close’ one, the question of admission to the 
mails being decided on a narrow line. Such 
samples serve as precedents for action when 
similar things come up for decision. 

‘*Many prosecutions might be based upon 
the contents of letters and parcels that reach 
the Dead Letter Office. But that office is en- 
tirely divorced from the legal business of the 
Post-Office Department. Theseal of confidence 
rests upon all matter thus received, and is re- 
spected by the Government. The penalty, by 
the way, for sending indecent stuff is a maxi- 
mum of $5000 fine and five years at hard labor 
for each offence proved. Thus a person who 
makes a business of violating the statute may 
easily get himself sent to prison for half his 
life.” 





THE ASSOCIATED AUTHORS’ PUBLISH- 
ING COMPANY. 


As noted in our last week’s issue the mem- 
bers of the American Authors’ Guild, at its 
regular monthly meeting at the Windsor Hotel, 
New York, on the 12th inst., discussed the 
proposition to form a mutual publishing com- 
pany. We are now officially informed that 
a corporation named the Associated Authors’ 
Publishing Company has been formed in the 
interests of authors, which is intended to work 
in close affiliation with the Guild. The pub- 
lications of the new company, it is stated, will 
be limited to the approved works of its stock- 
holders, who are members of the Guild, or 
eligible for membership, or who are members 
of the kindred institutions in London and 
Paris. The company will publish works at 
the author’s expense. The cost, however,:will 
be as low as a co-operative concern—which 
cannot benefit by an overcharge—can make 
them, and the author will be entitled to the 
profits of his or her work, less a small per- 
centage for handling it. The company will 
also undertake to push its publications to the 
utmost. 

The capital of the company is $50,000 in 
2500 shares of $20 each. Many of the mem- 
bers have already signified their desire to sub- 
scribe for the stock of the new company. 

Among the §ncorporators of the new com- 
pany are the following: Gen. James Grant 
Wilson, president of the American Authors’ 
Guild; Frank R. Lawrence, president of the 
Lotos Club; Hon. David Banks Sickles, vice- 
president of the American Surety Company ; 
Cortlandt S..Van Rensselaer, John Elderkin, 
Chandos Fulton, and Wm. Henry White, vice- 
president of the Lotos Club. 


BOOKS AS*TRANSMITTERS OF DIS- 
EASE, 


THE old question as to the influence of pub- 
lic libraries in disseminating infection is revived 
through a communication to the Académie de 
Médecine by Du Cazal and Catrin, which is de- 
voted to this question, and in which itis shown 
that the leaves of books soiled by streptococcus 
pus, pneumonic pus, and expectoration, or by 
diphtherial false membranes, were capable, after 
several days, of transmitting these maladies to 
animals inoculated by bouillon in which pieces 
of the leaves I centimetre square had been 
soaked. In regard tothe question how far it 
is possible to disinfect books that have become 
charged with a contagium, these authors show 
that there are considerable difficulties in the 
way. Of chemical disinfectants they recom- 
mend the vapor of formic aldehyde in which 
calcium chloride has been dissolved. By means 
of this they obtained complete disinfection, ex- 
cept in regard to typhoid fever. By exposure 
to high-pressure steam, however, they got good 
results—the disinfection was perfect and com. 
plete. But in the case of bound books the 
steam had very destructive effects, the mill- 
board being softened and the cloth wrinkled. 
Stitched books, however, were uninjured, no 
harm being done either to the paper, the ink, 
or even to colored engravings 

One is glad to hear that the risk is greatly 
enhanced in the case of those objectionable 
persons who moisten their fingers in order to 
turn over the leaves. Drs. Du Cazal and 
Catrin recommend that any book which may be 
suspected should be baked for disinfection in 
anoven. The best advice to give under these 
circumstances is never to borrow books, but for 
each man and woman to buy his or her own 
copy. Authorsand publishers can only benefit 
by Drs. Du Cazal and Catrin’s communiqué to 
the Academy of Medicine. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


WILLIAM LATHROP KINGSLEY, who was for 
forty years editor of 7he Mew Englander and 
the Vale Review, and a recognized authority on 
literary and philosophical matters, died in New 
Haven, Conn., on the 14th inst. He was born 
in New Haven, in April, 1824. In 1857 he be- 
came editor of 7he New Englander, which in 
1892 was merged inthe Yale Review. In 1861 
he edited and published the ‘‘ Contributions to 
the Ecclesiastical History of Connecticut,” em- 
bodying a vast number of ecclesiastical facts 
and records prepared under the direction of 
the General Association (Congregational) of 
Connecticut, to commemorate the completion 
of 150 years since its first annual assembly. 
Later he edited the two massive and luxurious 
quarto volumes entitled ‘‘Yale College: a 
sketch of its history,” published in 1879 by 
Henry Holt & Co. Among papers from Mr. 
Kingsley’s pen which originally appeared in 
The New Englander and were afterwards 
printed separately, is a sketch of the Rev. 
David Trumbull, of Valparaiso, Chili. 


FREDERICK GEORGE GiBBs died at Detroit, 
Mich., on February 3, nearly fifty-one years 
old. Mr. Gibbs was well known in the book 
and stationery trade, having been identified 
with it in Detroit since 1864. He was the only 
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prother of Henry C. A. Gibbs, with the Boorum 
& Pease Company, and was born in Bath, Eng- 
land, in 1845. Coming to this country in 1864, 
he entered the employ of E. B. Smith & Co., 
where he remained until he went into business 
for himself in East Saginaw, and in 1871 asso- 
ciated himself with the late William Boothroyd, 
and started the book business in Detroit under 
the style of Boothroyd & Gibbs. This firm 
failed, and in 1874 Mr. Gibbs took charge of 
the retail department of the house of John 
Willyoung, successor of J. M. Arnold. When 
Mr. Willyoung died the Methodist Book Con- 
cern succeeded to the business, and Mr. Gibbs 
continued up to the time of his death with 
Hunt & Eaton. 


T. J. KELLAM, of the Kellam Book and Sta- 
tionery Company, Topeka, Kan., died on Feb- 
ruary 4, as the result of injuries in a railroad 
collision at Cripple Creek.

LORRIN F. DELAND, the head coach of the 
Harvard foot-ball team, and Walter Camp, the 
Yale expert, have been for some months at 
work collaborating a volume on the game of 
foot-ball, which is to be published in the fall. 


A DICTIONARY of the musical artists, authors, 

and composers of Great Britain and the Col- 
onies is being prepared for issue to subscribers 
by J. D. Brown (librarian Clerkenwell Public 
Library, London, Eng.), and Stephen S. Strat- 
toa under the title ‘‘ British Musical Biogra- 
phy.” 
_ Dr. WEIR MITCHELL has just put the finish- 
ing touches to his new story, ‘‘ Hugh Wynne 
(Free Quaker): Sometime Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel on the Staff of His Excellency, George 
Washington.” The time of the story covers a 
period of exactly thirty years, from 1753 to 1783, 
and deals largely with the Whig Quaker and 
the social life of Philadelphia in the eighteenth 
century. It describes the wild life of the Brit- 
ish occupation, the stormy Quaker meetings 
when the Whig Quakers were ‘‘disowned,” the 
partisans like the madcap Allan McLane, and 
the life of camp and field up to Yorktown. 


DAN C. BEARD, the artist, who has probably 
contributed as much to the entertainment of 
American boys and girls as any living author, 
has in preparation a new book entitled ‘‘ The 
American Boys’ Book of Sports.” It will tell 
about the newest things in kites, games with 
marbles and tops, boating and boat-making, 


stilts, counting-out rhymes, indoor winter sports 
of various kinds, and a multitude of other 
pleasures. The contents of the book will be 
arranged in four parts, according to the sea- 
sons, each season having the sports and games 
appropriate to it, and the pages will be fully 
illustrated. Mr. Beard will have his new book 
ready for publication, by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, in the early fall. 





PERSONAL NOTES. 


AT the monthly meeting of the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, held 
on the 18th inst. at the Methodist Book Con- 
cern, the Rev. Dr. Homer Eaton was elected to 
succeed the late Dr. Sanford Hunt as treasurer 
of the society. Dr. Eaton has held many posts 
of importance within the jurisdiction of the 
General Conference of the Church, and after 
having served as a member of the Book Com- 
mittee from 1880 to 1884, and having been re- 
elected in the last-mentioned year, he was three 
years later chosen to the position of agent of 
the Methodist Book Concern of New York to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of John M. 
Phillips. In 1892 he was re-elected by the Gen- 
eral Conference. At the last session of the 
Book Committee, held in Cincinnati a week 
ago, the death of Dr. Hunt was announced. 
The committee at once said it would not fill the 
vacancy, as it did not desire to anticipate 
the action of the General Conference, which 
will meet in May next in Cleveland. This 
throws the entire responsibility on the shoulders 
of the surviving agent, Dr. Eaton, who, in ad- 
dition, is now the treasurer of the Missionary 
Society. Last year the Missionary Society dis- 
bursed $1,237,845.62. Dr. Eaton has made the 
publishing department a particular study, andis 
known as an excellent accountant. The pub- 
lishing interests of the house will thus go for- 
ward with no break asa result of the death of 
Dr. Hunt. Out of the profits of the Book Con- 
cern last year $140,000 was given to aged 
ministers. The salaries of the agents are the 
same as those paid to bishops of the Church, 
and the position is one of the most responsible 
and important within the gift of the Church. 
Dr. Eaton resides in Madison, N. J., and isa 
trustee of Drew Theological Seminary, which 
is located there. He is also treasurer of the 
Tract Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

The Home Study Review is published by and 
in the interest of The Home Study Associa- 
tion, Ann Arbor, Mich. 


The Poster is the title of a neat monthly mag~ 
azine that devotes itself exclusively to posters, 
their artists and publishers. Edited and pub- 
lished by Will M. Clemens, P. O. Box 1716, 
New York. 


The Clipping Collector, a monthly journal de- 
voted to the collecting of newspaper clippings 
for pleasure or profit, is the latest candidate 
for public favor in trade journalism. Its ed- 
itor and publisher is Frank A. Burrelle, West- 
ern Union Building, New York. ($1 a year.) 


The Parisian is the title of a new monthly 
magazine published by M. L. Dexter from 915—- 
917 Carnegie Hall, Fifty-seventh Street and 
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Seventh Avenue, New York. The purpose of 
the management is to reproduce in English con- 
temporaneous articles from the leading French 
and other Continental periodicals. The prom- 
ise is made that it ‘‘ will contain such selections 
from the best writers of the day as are calcu- 
lated to keep the American readers in touch 
with European topics of general interest.” 
Fiction, essays, criticisms, and biography all 
will be drawn upon. The first number contains 
articles by Dumas //s, Prince Karageorgevitch, 
Charles Gounod, Emile Ollivier, and Marcel 
Prévost. It has a few illustrations, and is well 
printed. 


WITH its twenty-seventh volume, covering 
July-December, Zhe Critic completes its fif- 
teenth year of comprehensive and reliable 
record of events of interest to cultured Amer- 
ican readers. Though giving desultory articles 
on public events, and unprejudiced reviews of 
theatrical and art works of merit, 7e Critic is 
chiefly a literary paper. In its special field this 
volume shows excellent work. 827 books have 
been reviewed, among them Hardy’s “‘ Jude the 
Obscure,” which met with severe disapproval, 
and George Meredith’s ‘‘Amazing Marriage,” 
also rather harshly treated. The centennials 
of Carlyle and Keats were treated in most in- 
teresting papers, and the volume contains many 
portraits of people distinguishing themselves in 
literature. The obituaries of Huxley, Alex- 
andre Dumas, Eugene Field, W. W. Story, 
Gustave Droz, and Richard M. Hunt were 
especially well written. 





NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


THE February issue of the London Bookseller 
contains a short-title list (by author and title) 
of the English books of 1895. Only books 
published at 2s. and upwards have been in- 
cluded ; nevertheless the list is a complete 
register so far as original works are concerned. 
The list takes up 64 pages double column and 
is sold separately at one shilling. 


W. WEBER, Berlin, has just issued the second 
half of the first volume of the new and enlarged 
edition of Potthast’s ‘‘ Bibliotheca historica 
medii evi.” The work is a comprehensive, if 
not complete, index to the historical literature 
of the Middle Ages to the 15th century, espe- 
cially to that contained in the works of Bouquet, 
Migne, Muratori, Boll’s ‘‘Acta Sanctorum,” 
the ‘‘ Rerum britannicar. scriptores,”’ and in the 
‘*Monum. Germ. hist.” The work is arranged 
in three sections: (1) collections with reference 
to Europe in general, (2) special countries and 
periods, and (3) an alphabetical list with full 
title. These furnish the fullest material for 
ordering or for checking off what a buyer may 
have or need. The first volume closed with 
the letter A. (321-800 p. 8°, 12 marks.)

Ir is interesting to note that a bookseller was 
the pioneer of the useful newspaper clipping 
bureaus. Long prior to the establishment in 
this country of any bureau of clippings the 
late Mr. August Brentano, the founder of the 
firm of Brentano’s, furnished clippings on special 
subjects to customers. It was precisely, on a 
smaller scale, what has now been systematized 
and extended so largely by the several clipping 
bureaus in this country. 


‘*THE WoMAN’Ss BIBLE,” of which so much was 
expected by its projectors, threatens to die in 
its beginnings. The sensation expected for it 
came, but unfortunately it was a sensation of 
another sort. The hope of its projectors was, 
in the first place, that the work would be taken 
seriously. Or, even if this failed, it was ex- 
pected that the talk it was destined to create 
would at least mean a large sale for the book. 
But the public refused to accept the book seri- 
ously, and the critics refused to review it ex- 
cept in strong words of condemnation. In 
fact, the work has been so ridiculed that the 
women who were ready to accept it in part 
have refused to stand sponsors for it. 


HouGHTON, MIFFLIN & Co. are to be the 
American publishers of the long-desired and 
‘‘definitive’’ edition of Burns, edited by William 
Ernest Henley and T. F. Henderson. It is to 
possess a thoroughly clarified text and in every 
way possible it will render unnecessary the 
services of editors in the future. The poems 
will stand in these new volumes as Burns 
wished them to stand, or as nearly so as human 
intelligence can make them. The plan of the 
editors to achieve this perfection seems a wise 
one. They ‘‘ have distinguished between the 
poems on which he (Burns) set his imprimatur, 
and those on which he did not; they have re- 
arranged the former according to their dates of 
publication, and have included the latter under 
a definite principle of classification.” Zhe Cen- 
tenary edition, as this is to be called, will fur- 
ther be based on many manuscripts hitherto 
inaccessible to editors. New poems and new 
readings have been discovered, and altogether 
the text of the Scotch poet will be offered as 
never before in his history. The work will be 
in four octavo volumes.
